» ett re the head of Howe Sound, 
where I found the Squamish River diverted inte 
a number of streams, divided by islands formed 
by the allavial deposits of the river. The valley 
of the river seems to be about 10 miles in width, 
and covered with light gro#th of alder, spruce, 
ine, &c. Along these flats there are nnmerous 
ndian ranehes, froth the mouth to the forks, and 
the character of the country is the same. 
camped about three miles up the river on Friday 
night, and reached the forks about noon on Sat- 
urday. Here is a very extensive flat, timbered 
rincipally with alder, sprace, &c,, and is good, 
rich ‘soil, although I think there are portions of it 
overflowed. The forks is about 12 miles distant 
from the head of Howe Sonnd, bat from the 
very rapid water in portions of ‘the river, where 
poles had to be used instead of paddles, it is dif- 
ficult to estimate distances. I remained some 
time at the forks, and found that the chief, Ceat- 
holanach, expressed the same opiuidns’ hetd by 
bis tribe, and which had previously been told me 
at every village, that it would be a great injury 
if gold was found on their river, as there would 
be sv many whites coming in that their hunting 
and 
they instanced Fraser River as an example, I 
told them in reply that: the discovery of gold, on 
the contrary, would be a great advantage to 
them ; they must raise more wapitoes, which 
would bring @ high price ; they| could sell every- 
thing at-home for chickamen ; they would get 
comfortable clothes, and many other advantages ; 
but the greatest thing of all would ‘be that Gov- 
ervor Seymour would protect them in their just 
rights, so long as they obeyed his laws, the same 
an if they were white men. “I prospected several 
of the numerous bars between the mouth of the 
river and the ferks, and fughd ebundasce of black 
sand, but no gold, and also quantities of detach- 
ed pieces of quartz, specimens of which are in 
your hands. I left the forks the same evening 
and camped about 3 miles inp the north fork, 
which still is called the Sqpamish, the southern 
branch being named the Cheakomes. I should 
have mentioned that:the course of the river from 
its mouth to the forks is nearly due north ; and 
that portion of the river which I had now enter- 
ed was nearly north-west, without any islands, 
and not very rapid. There are Indian gettle- 
ments dotted all slong on Loth sides of the river. 
After getting up about 8 or 10 miles I prospec- 
ted a stream on the west side of the river, and 
found the color of gold. While at this stream I 
sentia note to New Westminster. his portion 
of the river is about ¢- chains in width, and the 
valley still continues to be about 10 or 12 miles 
wide, mostly timbered with alder, poplar, some 
spruce, and vine maple: the spurs with fir, The 
Indians say there is grass back next the monn- 
tains on the east side. I still think some of it is 
liable to be overflowed at high water. I camped 
for the night. few miles below what is culled 
the Sea-sbell valley, where there ise Squamish 
ranch. The mountains to the west become de- 
pressed along this valley, and there isa trail ased 
by the Sea-shell tribe and the Squamish which 
enables them to reach the coast. The monntains 
in the distance were closing in to the banks of 
the river ; end on emerging from the valley the 
river becomes very rapid, At the head of the 
valley there are numerous mail islands and bars, 
several.of which I prospected for gold, with the 
usual want of auacess, although each panful 
would wash desi Ub aboot half ite quantity of 
black sand. [st at aranch at the mouth 
of the Sea-shell Creek, which empties into the 
Squamish near the head of the valley, and was 
delayed some time with long stories of the most 
contradictory kind about the apper part of the 
river ; all agreed that it was very rapid, which 
ved to be tree. These Indians wonld be 
pleased if gold were found, provided the Govern- 
ment would make an arrangement with them 
securing them in their claims, as they are afraid 
without that the white men would come in such 
numbers that they would take everything away 
from them. Heavy rain this afternoon (Mon- 
day): camped early under a tree nut far from where 
the Chilacotens killed so Squamish last spring. 
Shnatt of his own sceord kept watch all night, 
waking me.up sometimes to inquire if the tenass 
muskel was ready for use ; however nothing 
troubled. us, ‘Started, op Toemiay moruing- 
The stream very rapid, and the ‘mouritains closing 
rapidly in, leaving the valley about one mile in 
width, The river is d into many rivalets 
through this valley, shtboegh the main, stream 
is easily distinguishable. During this forenoon 
I arrived at Bok’s.camp and found him at home, 
and, with the extreepsinery mode of commanicat- 
ing intelligence these Iadians  posseas, he had 
heard that Shnatt and I were coming two. days 
before. After a long wawwaw he agreed to go 
with me, and take one of bis sons along. I. on 
my part, in the event of minerals being found, 
engaged to go and tell Governor Seymour to 
prevent white men from taking away his honting 
ground and giving him nothing-for it. Besides 
I agreed to give him $5 ; end further, if anything 
valuable was foond, he was,to gete flatch 
from the Tyhees at New ‘Westminster, My canoe 
being too stnall for the rapid water I borrowed 
his canoe, ® fine large one, and proceeding on un- 
til dark made o good distance. We. started at 
daylight, and in # short time arrived at the head 
of navigation and at the month of the Great 
Canyon, The mountains at this place become 
the banke of the river, rising almost perpendicu- 
for handreds of feet, and then sloping at an

where in the mountains, I put my hands in it’ 
and it was quite warm, and thick with « reddish 
substance, which atuck to my fingers ; a sample 
of whieh I have alsp brought, Bok was anxivus 
for me to go on, but I coucluded to return, in 
order to get rid of the idlers, who were at the 
canoe eating the provisions, atid would expect 
to get pay for every day we were out. Qu the 
way down Bok’s cance got damiaged, which cost 
me five dollars to put him in goud temper again. 
We parted goud friends, with jan invitation to 
retarn agdin and get on to the head waters of 
the Squamish, where the lake is, and the water 
runs the other way. It tovk gbout nine honrs 
coming down Ahp river to the head of Howe 
Sound, srriving here on Suturfay, making the 
roand trip in ten duys. In gouelasion 1 will 
merely observe that it would fequire one or two 
mouths te prospegt those moutitains, end if the 
quartz should prave valuable there is a sufficieut 
quantity to keep a large population employed for 
the next century;

The Late Confederate General J. E. B. Stuart. 

This distinguished officer was.a native of Put- 
rick Connty, Virginia, and was, like all the great 
Generals of the present war, educated ot West 
Point Military Academy, and at the time oft his 
death had liardly réuched his prime, being scerce- 
ly 80 years of age. As Ist Lieutenant of U. 8; 
Cavalry, he distinguished himself in an engage 
ment with the Cheyenues, June 29, 1857. In 1860 
he became captain, and at the breaking out of 
the war he was permitted Ly President Liacola 
to resign. He entered the service of his native 
Siate as » Colonel of Cavalry and had the jcom- 
mand of that branch at the first memorable; bat- 
tle of Bull Run, ‘The daring snd successfgl mili- 
tary exploits which characterize his subsequent 
careet most still be fre#h in the pnblic ‘mind. 
Genetal Stuart had headed the cavalry the 
Confederate army from the the outset thtongh 
all ite battles. After the fight at Ashland, the 
woandled General was €arried into Richfnond, 
where he died at eight luck in the evening of 
the next day, in the houte of his relative, Dr. 
Brewer. The Richmond Ezaminer thus dearribes 
hia latest houre -—‘ He had occasional mamenta 
of delirium, whea he retiewed in broken sea 
ces-all his glorious campaigns around M’Clellan’s 
rear in the pedinsula, beyond the. Potomac, 
and upon the Rapidan ; quoting from his orders, 
and issuing new ‘ones ta hiv couriers, witha lest 
injunction to ‘ make WW ite’ Atother times his 
mind was calm and clear. Mr. Jefferson Davis, 
the President, visited his bedside, and stayed 
quarter of an hour, TH President, takihg his 
hand, said, * General, how do you feel ?? ‘He re- 
plied, *Ehay, bat willing to die, if God ahd my 
country think T have fulfilled my destify and 
dove my duty’) As his delirium retaruéd, his 
mind egain wandered to the battlefields over 
which he had fought, then to hia wife and chil- 
dren, and agaih to thé front. A message hed 
been sent for his wife,/who was jin the Ponty 
to make all haste. As evening wore pn, the 
paroxysins of pain ineteased, and mortification 
set in rapidly, Though suffering the greatest 
agony at times, he wae now calm and applied to 
the wound with his‘own hand the ice intended 
ta relieve pain. During the evening he asked 
Dr. Brewer whether it was possible forthim to 
satrive throngh the|fight. The doctor), know- 
ing hed did not desire to be buoyed by fi pe hopes 
told him frankly that death was rapidly proach- 
ing. The General nodded, and said, * liam re 
signed, if it be God's will ; but I would like: to 
ser my wife | But Gid’s will bedone? (Several 
times he roused up aud nsked if she had ‘come. 
Ti the doctor, who gat holding his wrist and 
conuting the weakening pulse, he remarked, 
‘Doctor I suppose Iinm going fast now. It will 
anon be over ; but God’s will be done. ) I hope 
I have fulfilled my destiny to my county and my 
dnty td my God.” At half-pagt seven @elock it 
waa evident'to the physicians that depth was 
setting ite clammy seal apon the brave, open 
brow of the-General, and they told him \so, ask- 
ing if he had any last messare to give.

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Hing Potatau. 


Just now, when New Zealand is inveated-with 
@: much interest, the following brief aketch of 
_ Te Whero Whero, alias Potatau, the firat King’ 
of the Maoris, and which we clip from the IZiJus- 
’ trated London News, may be readable :—The per- 
_gonal career of King Putatan was avery remark- 
able one. The name of Potatau, which significa 
“ He who connteth by night,” was given to him 
on scconnt of hia sleepless attention at the death- 
bed of lamented wife. He had formerly been 
called “Te Where Where,” or, the Red Man, 
becatise he was the firat who wore a red blanket 
when English cloth was imported into New Zen- 
land, In the year 1834, some yeara before our 
government was established in any part of those 
islands, he conquered the wiiole district of Tara- 
oski, end left but a remnant of the! Ngatiawa 
tribe, to which it belonged ; their chiefe taking 
refuge in the Middle Island. The New Zealand 
Company, founded by Colonel Wakefield, having 
resolved, scon after thie, to buy the Taranaki dia- 
trict for a British settlenent, made a bargain 
with the Ngatiawas for their claima upon it, and 
having paid them, bought from Te Wheto Whero, 
for about £300, the Waikato claima of conquest. 
The. transaction was completed in .1842, but 
+. when the exiled chiefs of the Ngatiawas returned 
after the English had settled at Taranaki, . the 
validity of the sale was disputed, and New Ply- 
mosth has’ repeatedly been disturbed by the 
intrignes and vislence of this faction, whose lead- 
er ia Wiremu Kingi.. In the mean time, the 
Waikatos, keeping aloof from the affaires of Ta- 
ranaki, continued to enjoy a practical independ- 
ence in their own country, notwithstanding the 
treaty signed at Hokianga. in 1840, between 
Captain Hubson, the first English Governor of 
New Zealand, and some «f the Maori chiefs, by 
which the whole kawanatanga, or governorship 
(kawona being their migpronunciation of “ gover- 
, not”), was vested in Queen Victorias. It is cer- 
tain that all the principal Waikato chiefa, inclod- 
ing’ Potatau and Waharoa, the chief of the Nga- 
tihenas, father of William Thompson, always te- 
fosed to sign the treaty. The British Govern- 
ment, indeed, previously to this war never attemp- 
ted te enforce our lawa among the Maoris in the 
Waiketo country. Missionary chapeln and 
achople were estublia and the people flocked 
into them. A few English agriculturiats. dwelt 
there without molestation ; the natives learnt 
many of the arts and habita of civilised life. 
* But, inatead of being led, by. this experience to 
desire w full ineirporation with thé English, they 
have aspired to revive the Mauri nationality hy 
~ a close political anion among ‘themaelves, This 
is the Maori King movement, which Governor, 
Sir George Grey, by the army of General Camer- 
on, is now trying to put down, It ia objected 
to by the colonists, on the groand that those 
tribes which belong to the ‘King Lpague” 
pledge themselves not to permit the aule of any 
more of their land to the Pakehas, or white men. 
Putatan, who had resided some years nent Auck- 
land, wan s friendly old man, and: hind rendered 
much service to the Colonial Government, which 
allowed him a pension. He wan ot. first, unwil- 
ling to exchange thie comfortable position for 
the «bnoxions title of Maori King. He meant 
only to be» sort. of judicial arbitrator in the 
quarrela of the natives among themselves. Be- 
img aged und infirm, he had no power to restrain 
the more tarbulent spirita of the Nyatimania oto 
tribe, in 1860, when they joined Wiremu. Kingi, 
of Buranaki, in his dispute with Colonel Browne 
ahout the- validity of the Waitara lind sale. Old 
Potatan, it seems, died of a broken heart. He, 
had: beer reading the crnel and insolent languag 


- of one ef the Auekland newspapers, which, threat- 
ened the “niggers” with condign vengéance. 
Hise laat act was to send a message to friend
